The San Francisco Gall says: 
Qrover Cleveland is showing himself 


in the character of a political adven- 
turer. With him the end justifies the 
means. The end he has in view is his 
re-eleotion as President of the United 
States, 
Mr. Cleveland himself repre- 


soats an idea. That idea is the politi- 
cal control if the. United States by the 
Statos lately m rebellion. These States 
held control of the Government daring 
the thirty years preceding tbe election 
of Abraham Lincoln. 
When they found 


they could hold control no longer they 
seceded, at least they passed ordinances 
of secession, which were only rendered 
invalid by n civil war without parallel 
m history. An ex-Confederate repre- 
sentative held possession of a bill which 
the two Houses of Congress have parsed 
by Urge majorities. This ex-Confeder- 
ate is a political cipher in himself, bat 
behind him is the phalanx uf States 
whose solid vote made the election of 
Cleveland possible. 
The bill which he 


withheld is of prime importance to the 
Pacific Coast, but the methods resorted 
to to defeat it, invest the notion with 
still greater importance. No one anp- 
poses the man Kilgore was acting of hia 
own notion. He had received orders, 
from the clique that control tha Presi- 
dent, or from the President himself 
Those orders were, first to hold th« bill 
«nd last to hand it to the Piesident. 
Th« last order was prompted doubtless 
by the receipt of official information 
that the treaty has beau rejected by the 
Chinese Government. If thus trimly is 
rejected the object of holding tbn bill 
would uo longer exist. Kilgore could 
not hold the bill indefinite i>, and if the 
President must act, the b !1 may as well 
reach hitn one day u» another. Al- 
though Mr. K-lgore, actingfunder or- 
dera, has handed the bill to the Presi- 
dent, the outline of the purpose m view 
is nevertheless clearly visible. 
The 


original purpose in iutroduoing the 
Scott bill was to place the Republican* 
in a false petition. If the Senate had 
been less prompt iu pussiug it, the claim 
would have bfien made that th« Admin- 
istration was in favor of an exclusion 
law, and that tne Republicans were not.. 
But when tne Senate passed the bill 
Mr. Cleveland's purpose was to ovado 
by some means any notion upon the 
bill. The character of a man, as of a 
party, is determined by the 
course 


adopted in an emergency. A Presi- 
dent who would resort to revolutionary 
expedients to save himself from defeat 
should not be trusted with power. If 
Mr. Cleveland is the tool of a clique, as 
there is much reason to believe, he is 
equally unfit to be President. The in- 
troduction of the Boott bill into the 
Honne was a fatal mistake on the part 
of Mr. Cleveland. He did not cause it 
to be introduced in the hope that it 
would come to him to be signed, but in 
the belief that the Senate would send 
the bill to the committee, where it 
•would lie nntil the adjournment of Con- 
gress. When Congress meets after the 
election the President conld vato the 
bill, if it should then foian to him. 


A letter from Mrs. Lelaud Stanford to 


a relative in Sacramento, dated at a 
small villa in Switzerland, states that 
the Governor is in much better health, 
that they intend to visit Mr. Flood at 
Iiakt) Como, then upend two weeks in 
Paris, sail on the 5th of October, and 
come immediately to California. 


The San Francisco Chronicle says it 


sees no editorials in any Administration 
journal in favor of civil service reform. 
They would bo slightly incongruous 
about this tiiaa, when the Federal of- 
fice-holders are being assessed to the 
tnne of a month'a salary.

Mt»J. MeKInloy PnncmreM the False- 


boiMl itoat l,he*Pniy Is Added to 
the Price. 


Extract from Maj. MoKinley's Speech, May 18, 


1888. 


On the 25th of March, 1887, 
the 


United States Government advertued 
{or bids for the purchase of blankets for 
the use of the Medical Department of 
the Army. This was in 1887, under 
the 
present Administration. 
There 


were foreign bids, and there were Amer- 
ican bids. Now, if the President i« 
right in saying that the duty is added 
to the cost, then the foreign cost, duly 
added, ought to be just equal to the 
American price. Now, what are the 
facts of this transaction? As 1 have 
said, there was a foreign bid and there 
was an American bid. The foreign bid 
was for a four-pound blanket for medi- 
cal purposes, to be furnished for $2 25 
2-10. For the some four-pound blanket 
for the same purposes the American 
bid was $2 56, there being n difference 
of 30 3-10 cents. Who do you suppose 
got the contract? There was a foreign 
bid and an American bid, and the differ- 
ence between the bids was 30 cent-i on 
each blanket. Now tell me which man- 
ufacturer, the American or the Eaglish, 
got the contract? Is there anybody here 
who would not have given it to the 
American, there being a difference of 
only 30 cents between the bids? 
Is there any gentleman on this floor 


who would send abroad to get a pair of 
blankets merely to'SJiva 31) cents on 
thHtn, thas taking away from the Ameri- 
can manufacturer and the American 
farmer aud the American laborer that 
much business? However that may be, 
thut contract clul go abroad. English 
labor, with foreign wool, made those 
2,000 blankets for the use of our army. 
American labor was boycotted, and they 
came in without paying any duty. 
The 


Government took advantiigo of the law 
that stands ou the statute-book, and ad- 
mitted them free of duty. There being 
so little revenue in the Treasury, it was 
necessary, of course, to save every 
penny; so they took advantage of that 
law which permits the United States to 
bring in goods free of duty. 


Now let us look at the figures. The 


duty on blankets of that quality is 18 
cents a pound and 35 per cent, ad 
valorem. Eighteen cants a ponnd upon 
2,000 blankets, four pounds each, is 
SI,440; 35 per cent, ad valorem is 
$1,576 40, making a total duty upon 
those 2,000 blankets, whioh were bought 
trim 
a 
foreign 
blnnket-mnker, of 


$J,016 40. The cost of these blankets 
irea of duty amounts to $1,504; with 
the duty added the total would bo 
$7,520 40. 


Now, 
if the President is right, and if 


the Chairman of the Committee on 
Ways and Means is right in saying that 
this duty is added to the price to the 
American consumer, then $7,520 40 is 
exactly what the American price would 
bs. 


Now, 
then, gentlemen, what was the 


Americnn price? The American price 
wixs §5,120. That is, it was $2,400 less 
than tho foreign cost, duty added. 
Without any duty, the difference be- 
tween the cost of the American and the 
cost of the foreign blankets, the whole 
2,000, was about $600. 
Now, you see 


the American manufacturer does not 
get the duty, and that, I submit, is nuf 
fioient reason why he does not give it to his 
workmen. I aiu very Borry, Mr. Chair- 
man, that the President of ths United 
States did not know of this transaction, 
which had occurred under his own ad- 
ministration, so that he might have 
avoided making the blunder which he 
made in his message when he said tha 
the d.uty was added to the cost. 
And I 


do not know what those around me may 
think about it, but I am very sorry tha 
our Government went abroad and bough 
those blankets just to save 30 cent 
apiece on them. 
[Laughter and ap 


plause on the Republican side.] 


Mr. Chairman, I wish that this Gov 


ernment of ours, whioh is supported by 
its own people, nod not by foreigners 
would patronize its own people, 
think that is an example of patriotism 
whioh should be set by those charged 
with public administration. I wish tb 
men who pay the taxes to support thi 
Government, to pay the President's sal 
ary and other expenses of the Govern 
tnent, would be patronized when th 
Government has anything to buy, don' 
you? And are you not a little iwhnme 
of this transaction, all of 3011?

.rado propositions, loses all its force 
when the reader turns from the contem- 
plation of assertions to the facts of his- 
:ory. 
When commending his bill to the 


support of "revenue reformers," Mr. 
Mills announced that it provided for a 
redaction in the rsvenue, amounting to 
$50,591,636. Iu a statement of the 
revenues received during the year 1387, 
uaed in the same speech, he credited 
the customs—omitting liquors, tobacces 
and silks, which are not touched by the 
bill—with $179,741,b30. [Pnge 7346 
Cong, record.] The author of the bill 
thus admits a contemplated reduction 
equivalent to 28 per cent, of the exist- 
ing protection to the industrien affected. 
In other words, ho acknowledges that 
the proposed bill will obliterate more 
than one-fourth 
of 
the 
distinction 


between our present policy of protection 
and absolute free trade. 


But the injurious effect of the pro- 


posed scheme is not to be measured by 
such generalization. The contemplated 
reductions are laid with a partial hand, 
and fall all too unevenly upon the iu- 
dustnefl affected. 
The tariff on wool, 


enactod and maintained for the defence 
of nearly a million farmers owning 
sheep, is to be obliterated. 
So with the 


tariff on meats, hemp, flux, vegetables, 
and a long list of fruits exposed to for- 
eign competition. None "f the indus- 
tries producing these ar^ lo ba let off 
with so little as 28 por cant, redaction 
iu their protection, 0They arc 
to tho free hbt, nndJpimed over to the 
destiny of such cw^wetition us may 
come from conutries'Avhcre men are 
compelled to work for one-half 
the 


wages paid to Inborers in the United 
States. 


In view of tho pvo^ns* uir.rle in the 


direction of free tradu under tbe nus- 
piocH of the present National Adminis- 
tration, the London Timns has good 
reasons for tbe exulting reclamation: 


"This operation toay not establish 


free trade in the strict sense of the term, 
bat it will, to a great extent, make trade 
free. 
The tariff cannot be reduced to 


the strict proportions of a revenue cor 
responding to the limited and diminish- 
ing necessities of a Federal Government 
without admitting a groat flood of for 
eign competition." 


It will also be far from safe for voters 


to lose sight of the fact that the conten- 
tion that thu Mills bill provides for but 
7 per cent, reduction in protective du- 
ties is for future as well as for present 
use. 
The free trade attorneys fully re- 


alize that if it should become a law then 
case is bat half won. 
In that event 


present acceptance of their plea will be- 
come their strongest argument for fur- 
ther reduction and further sacrifice on 
tbe free list of such industries as may 
have outlived the present attack upon 
their existence. 
If any voter doubts 


that such is the ultimate object of the 
present movement let him read and con- 
sider the two most prominent characters 
—the President and tbe Chairman o: 
the Ways and Means Commilte:
